Ir Has been for many years diſputable in Holand, what Salt is 
beſt for ——— Herrings; and what forts of Salt are fitteſt robe 
uſed in the ſeveral Fiſhing Seaſons. And there hath been much 
Labour and pratical Experience'uſed, to bring the Salt to ſuch 
PerfeRionsas 'tis now with them. Bur, Notwithſtanding all their 
Pracice and Enquiry, there are many good Arguments to be 
produced, which may prove, that great part of the Salt. now uſed 
in curing their Fiſh, is not ſo good as the World takes it to be. 

T am not at preſent for Controverſies, but I dare affirm, and 
ſhall be ready at any time to make'it appear, That there is in 
England Salt-Brine running at waſt, of ſuch noble'and good qua- 
lity, that if it were made and converted into good ſizeable Ute, 
fie for ſalting Herrings, it would ſurpaſs any Salt that is now Ex- 
tant ; and. make the Herrings that are falced therewith, bring at 
all Markets more Money by the Birrel; than twice the value of 
ſuch Salt, as will be uſed in' Salting ſuch Herrings ſhall come to. 

This is a rare Salt indeed ; and removes not only thoſe miſ- 
chiefs, which at preſent (in the Fiſhery) have relation to Salt, 
bueſcems, ina mighty meaſure, to promiſe us the Fiſhing Trade. 

Salt was a charge before to us, but now, "will be the occaſion 
of a greater Gain; affording us upon the return by the Sale of che 
Fiſh, double its charge and' worth ; And'cwill be much better for 
us to uſe Sale thus; chan if Fiſh could be cured without Salt, and 
fold at the Price *tis now at. Whilſt this Advantage is enjoyed 

by us, ſtill muſt the Darch be at the ſame Expence for their Salc : 
They muſt firſt ferch their Sale from France or Portugal ; and if 
they make Sale upon Salt, they muſt fetch their Brine from Sea 
to mix with Portugal Salt : This is Toylſome and Chargeable ; 
but ours will come ar much lower Rates. It may be delivered in 
Cornwal for Salting the Pilchards3 and at the Dogger-Sands for 
Salting Herrings, even at Twelve Pence the Buſhel.
